y HE Author of the Manifefto tells us, that she 

Form of the Government of the Empire requires 

Peace to uphold it. Who doubts it ? Who will difpute 

that not the Empire only, but even France it felf, 

and all Governments how powerful foever, have 

Need of Peace to preferve them ? No Nation can 

make War, without a continual Lofs of Men and 

Money, which at the long Run even Victories will 

exhauft. Should the French, who boaft of having 

been 40 Years in War at the Expence of their Ene- 
mies, take never fo much Pains to conceal the 

Weaknefs and Poverty to which their Conquefts 

have reduc’d them, the continual Edicts by which 

they fleece the People clofe to the very Skin, the Bar- 
barity with which they drive the Militia into the 

Service, far from raifing Soldiers by beating up for 

Volunteers as formerly, and the loud Cries againft 

thefe Violences that are to be heard all over France, 

are a fufficient Indication of ir. ) 

Peace alone (continues the Manifefto) /ecures the 
ublick Liberty, and the Rights of particular Perfons, 
bis is very true likewife: And ‘tis equally true, 

that a Prince who makes War out of a Capricio, or 
for trifling Reafons, muft have Defigns againft the 
publick Liberty and the Rights of particular Perfons, 
War (fays our Author) expofes the Weak to the In- 
vafions of the Strong; and often the latter to haften 
his Conqueft, makes ufe of Fraud and Treachery. 
*Tis not thought fufficient now a Days to do Wrong 
without adding other Crimes to it : That muft be 
done it feems to make the World talk of us, to ac- 
quire the Name of a Warriour, and the Glory of 
knowing how to make ufe of the moft trifling Pre- 
cence for conquering a flourifhing State. 

But our Author has a wrong Notion of the Form 
of the Government of the Empire when he afferts, 
that the Emperor can levy the Roman Months at hi 
Difcretion, govern Eletions, and place Garrifons where 
he thinks fit, under the {pecious Pretext of fecuring 
Malecontents: For he cannot do the firft without 
the Confent of the Diet, nor in any other manner 
than what is regulated by them ; and the others are 
not Rights, but Violences, for which thofe that com- 
mit them have been call’d Tyrants, and with 
which the [late] Emperor cannot be charg'd with 
the leaft Colour of Truth, There are People that 
ave pretty near Neighbours to Germany, of whom 
it may be faid that they have indeed been defpoil’d 
of thé Liberty enjoy’d by their Anceftors of having 
Parliaments vefted with fufficient Right and Power 
to oppofe the defpotick Caprichioes of their Sove- 
raigns ; the Government of which People is fubvert- 
ed and chang’d co gratify the Paffion of a fingle Per- 
fon, who has ufarp’d an Authority to difpofe of every 
thing according to his own Will and Pleafure, and 
as beft fuits the Schemes he has laid for his perfonal 
Glory: Neither Equity, nor the Antiquity of the 
Nation’s Privileges, availing to hinder fo great a 
Change. | 

Tbe Suggeftion therefore of the Author of the 
Manifefto, that the War againft the Crowns of France 
and Spain, in which the Empire is engag’d, # the 
more dangerous to Germany, becaufe the End of it is to 
agzrandize the Houfe of Auftria, is groundlefs : For 
neither is thac the End of ir, nor canit be dangerous 


, tothe Empiré, If the French King and thofe that 


are devoted to him had not oblig’d the Emperor te 


_oppofe by Arms the Violences they were committing 


in Germany, not a Province of the Empire had 
known any thing of the War for the Succeffion of 
Spain 3 for the Queftion was only to compel France 
to yield up the Dominions of the Spanith Monarchy 
upon which they had laid their Hands. If the E- 
le@ors of Bavaria and Cologne had Love of Peace 
and the Tranquility and Good of Germany fo much 
at Heart as they pretend, thofe Princes might like 
their Father have fat ftill and not have ftirr’d ; and 
had they done fo, Employment enough would have 
been given the French, to keep them on the other 
fide of the Rhine : But for thofe Princes not only to 
difapptove and condemn the Pretentions of the Em- 
a but to arm themfelves, to Jet the Enemy’s 

roops take Poffeflion of their Towns, and attempr 
to give Laws to the whole Empire by forcing the 
Circles to fic ftill or to fubmir to them, and to joyn 
with intire Armies the French Forces whom they 
call’d in to fupport them in their own particular Re- 
folution and to oppreis their native Country, thefe 
are Actions that prove quite a different thing than 
the good Intention and Affection they would fain 
have the World believe they had for Germany. 

Had God permitted that in the Courfe of the 
War which thofe Princes drew into the Heart of 
Germany, if Succefs (as thé Manifefto words it) bad 
Subverted the Form of the Government of the Empire, 
Sapp'd the Foundations upon which it ftands, plung'd iz 
into Confufion, and put fome of the Proteftant Princes 


into a Condition to fieze the Church Lands that lye 


moft commodious for them, which our Author makes 
no Scruple to affirm is the Object of their Defires 
and the Motive of their Condu& ; to whom ought 
this Change to have been imputed, but to thofe who 
arm’d firft, and call’d the Enemy into Germany ? 
And who perhaps flatter’d themfelves, that in she iff 
State of Affairs of the Empire they fhould have the 
Opportunity, as they did not want the good Will 
(I {peak the Language of the M=nifeflo) ro fieze the 
Patrimony of the weaker; a Diforder that has been 
the Ruine of all Republican Governments. The King- 
dom that was projected, could not be compos’d 
otherwife than of the broken Remnants of the Pa- 
trimony of the Weaker ; and the furprizing of the 
little Republick of Ulm, which was the Elector of 
Bavaria’s firft Exploit, gives us fome Ground to be- 
lieve that the Republican Form of Government 
was not peeing to him, and that there is more 
Reafon to be jealous of him than of the [late] Em- 
peror, whom none can accufe of having made one 
Auempt in his whole Reign upon the Liberty of 
any State of the Empire. 

His EleGoral Highness of Bavaria ({ays the Mani- 
felto) was follicited to return to bis Dominions, to put 
himfelf at the Head of thofe who were for oppofing tbe 
violent Ways which the Court of Vienna is us'd to put 
in Praétice to force the Members of the Germanick. Bo- 
dy to take Part in their private Quarrels. The Vio- 
lent Methods us'd by the Court of Vienna have.not 
yet caus’d the leaft Outcry to be made by “9 Bo- 
dy ; nor have the Emperor’s private Quarrels oblig'd 
him to have Recourfe to the Members of the Ger- 
manick Body for Affiftance, unlefs the [late] Em- 
peror be to be reproach’d with the Succour lent him 
to maintain the War of Hungary againft the Infidels. 
And in that Cafe ic muft be cgnfider’d, that tho’ the 
Hereditary Countries be firft attack’d, al] Germany 
is threaten'd by every Invafion the Turk makes in- 
to Hungary and Auftria: Becaufe could he maké 
himfelf Mafter of thole Provinces, (as fome even a- 

mong 
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mong the Chiiftians (eem’d to hope in the laf War, ) 
the would noi fail to carry his Arms further, and at- 
rack even thofe who now boaft the Merit (whether 
forc’'d or voluntary) of their Affiftance. | In all the 
other Wars which the Emperor was oblig’d to main- 
tain againft France,.it muft alfo beconfider’d, that 
he had no immediate Intereft, the {mall Province of 
the Brifgau excepted; for France fell upon the Ter- 
vitories of the Elector Palatine, or of the Electors of 
"rriers and Mentz, the Circles of Franconia and Swa- 
bia, in fhort they faften’d wherever they could fix 
their Teeth, without any Diftinction between Em- 
peror and Empire. In that Cafe his Imperial Ma- 
jefty had no need of violent Means to oblige the Em- 

ire to Arm in its own Defence, or to force its Mem- 

ers to take parc in Quarrels that were not their own. 

But France would fain make the Houfe of Au- 
fttia odious, by reprefenting that ir is a great Bur- 
then to the States of the Empire becaufe of its 
hereditary Countries, which the faid States are 
oblig’d to help to defend in any War that may fall 
upon them. The French Court dates not yet {peak 
out and tell us what they would have the Empire 
do to be rid of that Barchen ; but “tis to choote the 
moft Chriftian King &mperor, as the French ex- 
pected after the News, which they thought they 
could not mifs, of the taking of Vienna, and the 
Lofs of all Auftria, But who does not fee how im- 
prudent a Choice the Electors wonld make, fhould 
they ever elect a French Emperor ? For, befides thaz 
they would have a Mafter who is accuftom’d to 
comtnand arbitrarily ; and who pretends to bave an 
abfolute Claim to the Empire, as the Inheritance of 
his Family ; che French by reafon of the Situation 
of their ? Sees , which is behind Germany with 
refpect to the Turk, the only Enemy they have to 
fear, would always leave them expos’d to the Infi- 
dels, or fell their Affiftance at what rate they pleas’d, 
out of a Policy like to that of the Patriarch Jofeph, 
who would not let the Agyptians have Corn (after 
he had hoarded it all up) rill by Degrees one Time 
after another théy had given him all their Money, 
Goods, Lands, and Liberty. 

The Emperor therefore did not ufe any violent 
Means to obtain Succours from the Empire on this 
Occafion. But feeing the Elector of Bavaria cor- 
rupted by France, as well as the Elector of Cologne 
his Brother, and that they publickly acted in Con- 
cett with the ancient Enemy, be laid before the Diet 
of Ratisbon the Neceffity of oppofing their united 
Forces againft the Endeavours of thofe Princes to 
lull fome of the Circles afleep, and even to arm 
them for their private Defigns ; he reprefented the 
Obligation they were under to maintain the Rights 
of the Empire, whofe Fiefs of Burgundy, Mi- 
lan, and Mantua, France had by their own Autho- 


tity ufurp'd under the Name of the Duke of Anjou ;. 


and there needed no other Violence than the Juftice 
of thofe Confiderations to difpofe the Diet to enter 
into this War. 

Tis moft certain, that had the Eletor’of Co- 
logne made no Innovation in his Diocefs, nor the 
Ele@tor of Bavaria endeavour'd by Force of Arms 
to hinder the Emperor’s procuring Succours of 
Troops from particular Princes and States as his 
Allies, tte Empire-had feen no other War than that 
made upon them by France. And fince when pray 
did any Princes, fuch as thofe 2 EicStors, acquire a 
Right to hinder others from affifting their Emperor 
as an Ally, if they wére fo difpos'd, and to blaine 
the one for demanding and the othzrs for giving 
fach Affiftance ? They frecly own that they em- 
Brac’'d the Party of the Duke of Anjou, as their 
Nephew ; aiid faall they take upon them to call it 
@ Crime in others, (who have the fime Right as 
they «© choofe which fide rhey will) to declare for 
the other Party which they think has moft Juftice ?
